SAN MATEO CO. JOINS SAN FRAN- 
CISCO IN PLANS FOR BIG 
CELEBRATION 


All San Matteo county is joining with 
San Francisco next Sunday in the big 
celebration which will be held in con- 
nection with the opening to traffic of 


the Bayshore highway out of San 


Francisco ‘to connect with the al- 


ready completed section of this im- 


portant artery at South San Francis- 
Co. 

The chambers of commerce of seven 
cities on the Peninsula are working 
with the county chamber in working 
out the details for the county’s par- 
ticipation in the big event, thepresi- 
dents of the several organizations hay- 
ing been named by the supervisors for 
this purpose several weeks ago. The 
presidents are Carl Wagner, Redewood 
City; M. S. Blois, San Mateo; George 
Williams, Burlingame; I. H. Potter, 
South San Francisco; J. H. Sullivan, 
Menlo Park; C. S. Sorenson, San Car- 
los, and J .R. Neifing. Ravenswood. 
Roscoe Wyatt, secretary-manager of 
the San Mateo county chamber of 
commerce, is working with the com-~- 
mittee in arranging the details. 

Parade Starts Here 

Menlo Park, Ravenswood, Runny- 
mede and East Palo Alto will join | 
with Redwood City in a big automobile 
parade to South San Francisco, where 
the caravan will be joined by San Ma- 
+eo and Burlingame delegations. 

The parade will leave the Chamber 
of Commerce headquarters in Redwood 
City at 1 o’clock, arriving in South 
San Francisco at 1:30. The members 
of the county board of supervisors in 
a decorated seven-passenger automo- 
‘bile, will lead the caravan. A large 
number of stickers have been printed 
and permission has been secured from 
the State traffic department for plac- 
ing them on the windshields of the 
automobiles in the parade. 

The Program 

The program will cenier oi the 
new highway at the county line at 
Visitacion Valley, starting at 2 o'clock. 
A mass band of more than 1000 pieces, 
directed by Supervisor Alfred Ronco- 
vieri, will furnish the music for the 
big celebration. Included in the speak- 
ers will be Governor Young, Mayor 
Rolph, Congressman Richard Welch, 
Bert Meek, president of the State 
Board of Public Works and City Engi- 
neer O’Shaughnessy of San Francisco.

An allegorical pageant depicting the 
various stages of transportation, will 
be presented by hundreds of school 
children, directed by William Markt. 
Colonel T, P. Robinson is in charge of 
the decorations for the fete. Supervis- 
or Gallagher will direct the various 
entertainment events. Queen Clara 
(Miss Clara Carli) will cut the rib- 
bon releasing the highway to traffic. 

At 4 o‘clock a flying circus will be 

staged by the pilots of Mills Field at 
the city’s municipal airport on the 
highway. Scores of noted aviators 
will perform in a stunt program.

' Auto Guest Case 


SupeWior Judge Geo. H. Buck las, 
Wednesda handed down what is be- 
lieved to be the first decision in the 
State under the new law which decrees 
that the guest in an automobile has 
no right to recover damages against 
the owner or driver of a vehicle, when 


he sustained the demurrer of the Pio- 
neer-Gibson Company in the $500 dam- 
age suit brought against it by Fred 
Tribolet of Redwood City. 

Tribolet was injured on March 24th 
last while riding with “John Doe” 
Hansen, driver of the Pioneer-Gibson 
Express Company. The accident oc- 
curred on Grand street, near Brew- 
ster avenue, 

Judge Buck’s decision reads: 

“This action was brought August 8, 
1929. On August 14, 1929, a law went 
into effect that a guest in an automo- 
bile accident could not recover dam- 
ages therefore. Plaintiff was a guest. 
It was an auto accident, Plaintiff can- 
not recover. Demurrer sustained.” 

The amendment to the motor vehicle 
act reads: 

“Any person who as a guest accepts 
a ride in any vehicle moving upon any 
public highways of the State of Cali- 
fornia, and while so riding as such 
guest receives or sustains an injury, 
shall have no right or of recovery 
against the owner or driver or person 
responsible for the operation of such 
vehicle.”

PEACHES AND PEARS 


Before starting to can peaches or 
any other fruit, collect and examine 
equipment and put 
it in good order. 
Have a liberal sup- 
ply of new rubbers. 
Test and fit jars 
and lids. A sure 
method of testing 
is to put water in- 
to the jar, put on 
rubber, fasten the 
lid tight and in- 
vert. If the jar 
leaks, try another 
lid. Diseard all de- 
fective lids and 
Grace Viall Gray. jars to avoid furth- 
er trouble, Regulate bails for glass 
top jars by removing from jars and 
tightening or loosening them by bend- 
ing to fit. 

With everything in readiness, you 
are now ready to can the peaches. 
Select peaches which are ripe but not 
soft. Before preparing fruit, make thin 
syrup, or richer if desired, allowing 
one cup for each quart jar. Add one 
cracked peach pit for each quart of 
syrup, boil five minutes and strain. 

Immerse peaches about one minute 
in boiling water or until skins will 
slip easily, plunge at once into cold 
water, peel and stone. Pack in jars 
at once, placing the halves in over- 
lapping layers, concave sides down 


with blossom end facing glass. Fill 
containers with syrup. Process quart 
jars for 10 minutes at 5 lbs. pressure, 


pint jars for 6 minutes. Process No, 2 


and No, 8 tin cans for 10 minutes at

Cook from 5 to 10 
minutes, according to size, in a medi- 
um syrup until barely flexible. This 
precooking is necessary in order to 
make a full pack. When packed whole, 
if pears are small, place in layers, 
stems up; let the second row fill the

spaces between the two stems, Add 

the hot syrup as the layers are built 

up. Process 8 minutes at 5 lbs. pres- 

sure. 

Many people think the pear is rath- 
er bland in flavor so they add addi- 
tional flavor, as lemon or ginger, to 
the syrup. Then add a slice of lemon 
or a small piece of ginger root when 
packing the jar. 

The Kieffer, the Pineapple and the 
Le Conte pears are desirable for can- 
ning. 

When canning a larger quantity of 
pears, they are apt to turn brown very 
rapidly when exposed to air. This can 
be avoided by placing the fruit in a 
dilute salt brine (2 tablespoons salt 
to 1 gallon water). A good, medium 
syrup for pears is made by boiling to- 
gether one quart of sugar with two 
quarts of water, 

If pears are canned in tin plunge 
immediately into cold water and cool 
as quickly «as possible, otherwise, 
fruit may turn pink in color,
